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CHRISTMAS IN CUNGRESS. 


Only Seven Senators Putin an Appearance— 
The House Nearly Deserted. 

WASHINGTON, December 26.—The holiday 
season has aifected the senate heavily in the 
matter of attendance, and but seven senators 
put in an appearance at the north wing of the 
capitol today. It was understood, when the 
senate adjourned Wednesday, that its session 
tomorrow would be purely forma and, in fact, i 
was ordered only toescape the constitutional 
inhibition against an adjournment over three 
one. So nothing can be done until Monday, 
— the election bill will betaken up 


There is to be no cloture, no finances, no | 


anything, for the whole week to create a diver- 
sion from the dreary debate on the election 
bill. A republican senator, a strong cham- 
pion of the bill, said: 

“We will go on talking about the bill next 
week, and many speeches will be delivered to 
vacant seats and empty galleries. We can’t 
help it, you see, for the the other 
night, when Mr. Hoar tried to drivé the dem- 
ocrats into a night session, was proof conclus- 
ive that we could not muster in force during 
the holiday season. But I believe that about 
January 6th we shall have a fighting quorum, 
and then you may look for a diversion.’’ 

THE CLOTURE RESOLUTION. 

The senator was asked if a majority could 
be secured for the cloture resolution. He 
replied that Mr. Aldrich, who had itin charge, 
had been instructed to canvass the republican 
side of the senate before putting in the new 
rule. Mr. Aldrich was a cool-headed, shrewd 
man, and it was hardly to be presumed that 
he would enter into as great a struggle as this 
promised to be without some sort of assurance 
of sufficient power behind him to win the 
Victory. 

THE LONELY’ SERGEANT.

SPURIOUS SILVER WHEELS. 


Discovery of a Scheme to Flood the Coun- 
try With Counterfeit Silver Dollars. 

Pitrspure, Pa., December 26.—A gigantic 
conspiracy to flood the United States with 
cotnterfeit silver d6llars has been unhearthed, 
and to the energy and intelligence of the offi- 
cials of the first police district of Pittsburg is 
due the credit. Nineteen persons are already 
under arrest, and $1,100. in spurions coin is in 
the hands of the police. The money was 
brought from a central depot in New York city 
to Pittsburg by a gang of Italians. The money 
was all in silver dollars, and United 
States Detective Sweeney says it is 
the best counterfeit of the standard silver 
dollar that was ever made. The coin is per- 
fectly formed in every detai!, and its ringis 
identical with a good coin, the only fault 
about it being thatit is a little light in weight 
From the persons arrested here, the informa- 
tion was gained that the money was made in 
New York and they had been sent here to dis- 
pose of it. Similar gangs were sent to other 
cities, but the men could not tell which par- 
ticular cities were being operated on. Nota 
mold or die of any kind was found in the resi- 
dence of the gang arrested here.

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Death of Judge Simpson. 

CotumsBiA, 8S. C., December 27.—Hon. 
W. D. Simpson, chief justice of the 
supreme court of Seuth Carolina, died at his 
home in this city this morning of heart disease. 
He was a native of Laurens and about sixty 
years of age. Judge Simpson was elected 
lieutenant governor with Governor Hampton. 
On the restoration of the state government in 
1876 to democratic control, he succeeded to 
the governorship on the election of General 
Hampton to the United States senate and 
before the close of his term as governor, was 
elected chief justice, Hon. J. C. Sheppard suc- 
ceeding him as governor. Flags are at half- 
mast on public buildings.

EXPLOSION IN A MINE. 
Narrow Escape of the Miners Working 
In It, 


PirTsBURG, Pa., December 26.-—-A_ special 
from Scottdale, Pa., says: An explosion took 
place this morning in the entrance of the shaft 
of the United Coai anc Coke works. It was 
caused by the ignition of kerosene oi]. .The 
report was terrific. One hundred and forty 
miners were at work at the time, but all made 
their escape through Various openings. 

Some of the escapes were miraculous. The 
fire, which is still raging fiercely, destroyed all 
loose property in the mines, and has already 
done great damage. Every effort is being 
inade to extinguish the fire. The whole shaft 
is said to be abiaze, and an immense conflagra- 
tion, which would practically ruin the mine, 
is feared. The mine is situated on Sewickly 
creek, and is pronounced one of the 
finest in the regions. Manager Lynch, 
of the Frick Coal Cumpany,' who 
thoroughly understands everything about 


the mine,is on the scene, directing the work and 


at a late hour tonight it is thought that the 
flames may possibly be subdued, through his 
excellent engineering. Excitement in the 
vicinity of the explosion is widespread. Two 
persons were injured this afternoon by the fall 
of timber near the burning shaft. Over 300 
men will be thrown out of employment.

THE WEEK’S BUSINESS. 


Report of Dann & Co.--Trade Improved at 


the South. 

New York, December 26.—nk. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: Business has pro- 
gressed as wellas could be expected ina week 
broken by a Christmas holiday and a great snow 
storm. The holiday trade was remarkably heavy 
here and at nearly all other points good, which is 
by no means evidence that the tightness of the 
money market springs from any general embar- 
rassinent of business or industry. 

The volume of payments through the banks 
continues larger, though but about3 per cent 
larger than a year ago. Railroad earnings thus 
far reported for December also show a gain of 
about 4 percent over those of the same weeks 
last year. 

Foreign tradeis very heavy, in spite of the 
causes which were expected to insure a material 
decrease. The ae in regard to monetary 
legislation and its possible effects is still a great 
obstacle, but even this has a fess disturbing in- 
fluence than it hada week or so ago, as the pros- 
pect of unwise action seems the more 
remote, and the money markets have generally 
grown easier during the past week, not only at the 
east, but algo at western and southern centers: 

Reports from other cities disclose no important 
change in the condition of trade, though at Pitts- 
burg Bessemer iron was sold at $16.25, the lowest 
price for the year, and all pig iron is at bottom 
prices. Manufactured iron is in fair demand and 
rails unchanged. At points further west, an ex- 
pectation of improvement, after January Ist, is 
general, though trade is quiet in the wholesale 
lines, but fully up to last year’s market. At other 
points in the northwest, the monetary situation 
seems rather better. 

Reports from the south also indicate some im- 
provement, Trade at Atlanta improves and cot- 
ton is moving wore satisfactorily, and at Galves- 
ton receipts exceed last year’s. New Orleans 
reports a fair trade, larger receipts of cotton, the 
crop being there estimated at 7,700,000 bales, and 
good receipts of sugar and molasses with steady 
prices. Throughout the south the fictitious prices 
maintained iast summer have caused 
some embarrassment, being foliowed by 
an imevitabie decline, as the magnitude of 
the crop becomes known. But more than 5,000,000 
bales have already passed out of the hands of pro- 
ducers, mainiy at fair prices. Itis especially en- 
couraging that thus far there has been so if 
embarrassment and so few failures amo im- 
portant manulacturing works recently established 
in that section. 

In the steel rail business destructive competi- 
tion seems imminent, the provisional agreement 
made during the week in ths city having 
been defeated by the refusal of an eastern wiil to 


sign. 

Woolen manufacturers 
larger demand for most of their 
ucts since importations were checked, 
to professionals, who have chosen to. do but little 
until the new year has begun.

Great Indian Congress in 


Calcutta. 

Catcutta, December 26.—[Speciai}--The 
national Indian congress was opened in this city 
today. One thousand delegates were present 
and there were 5,000 persons in the audience. 
Among those who attended were Charies 
Schwann and William Caine, nembers of the 
British house of commons; several rajahs and 
Mahommedan nobles and anumber of high 
caste native ladies.

The Strikes in Scotland, 


Guiascow, December %.—The railroad 
strike continues to hold business almost ata 
standstill and causes inconvenience and annoy- 
ance to many thousands.

COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 


Something for Which Many North Caro- 
lintans Ask. 


RALeEIcu, N. C., December 26.—[Special.}]— 
The annual convention of county super- 
intendents of public instruction of this 
state met here today. <A resolution was 
unanimously adopted requesting the legis- 
lature to establish regular training schools 
for male and female teachers. <A _ reso- 
lution was also adopted urging in the strongest 
terms the enactment of a law requiring con- 
pulsory attendance or the public schools. The 
resolution sets forth the fact that the people 
cannot be educated. and the requirements of the 
constitution in this particular carried into effect 
unless the children are campelled to attend 
school for some period during schoolage.

Ofticer—-A Terrible Double Tragedy in 
Gainesville—Verdict Rendered. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., December 26.—[Special.] 
Christmas Day was one of blood in Gaines- 
ville. 

Mr. W. J. Kittrell, chief of police, was shot 
and fatally wounded by John J. (Blue John) 
Pruitt, colored, while attempting to arrest his 
daughter for violating. a city ordinance, at 
about 5 o’clock, and the negro in turn at once 
paid the penalty of his folly with his own life, 
as Policeman Henry Lowrey was with Mr. 
Kittrell at the time, and at once instantly 
killed the negro. ; 

THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 
At about 4 o’clock in the afternoon Mr. W. 
W. Wofford, who lives just across the Rich- 
mond and Danville railroad from its depot, 
telephoned up town fora policeman. His call 
was answered by Chief Lowrey, who hastened 
to the depot, and Mr. Wofford informed him 
that Pruitt’s daughter had been very abusive 
to his children and had threatened violence, 
and that he desired tomake a case against her. 
The girl was on the street in front of Mr. Wof- 
‘ ford’s house at the time Mr. Lowrey arrested 
‘her, but she flatly refused to accompany him, 
clinging to the fence. At this time Pruitt, a 
notorious negro, put in his appearance, with 
pistol in hand, and wanted to know what 
Was up. 
THE CHIEF CALLED FOR. : 

Lowrey saw there was trouble brewing, and 
remarked that he could get help in making the 

arrest. He stepped over to the depot and tele- 
phoned up town for assistance. 

Mr. Kittrell soon responded, and together 
they renewed the attack. In the meantime 
John was rushing his daughter down Brand- 
ford street, making for the country to avoid 
arrest. They had gotten about fifty yards 
from the house where

ten feet of Pruitt, and demanded him to halt, | 


which he answered by an about face, and 
discharged his pistol at Kittrell. 
THE FATAL BULLET.

Pruitt seeing that Kittrell was helpless, turned 
in aninstant upon Lowrey, and sent bullet 
after builet at him, but the report that rang 
out upon the air told the desperate negro that 
Lowrey’s pistol was loaded, and that his aim 
was unswerving. Each pistol was discharged, 
and the result was a dead negro lying on the 
ground, and Lowrey unscathed. 

THE WOUNDED MAN DIES. 

Lowrey turned his attention to Kittrell and 
asked him if he was badly apr. He answered 
that he was, and inquired if the negro was 
dead, requesting him to make a finish of him 
ifhe was not.

- The confession of Leon Burch, he said, 
would not convict its clients, and the court 
would soinstruct. This confession, he claim- 
ed, was in every way calculated to benefit the 
confessor, and, besides, this came from a man 
whose character would not allow his oath to 
be believed under any circumstances. But be 
that as it may, the jury would and could not 
accept his testimony under any circumstances 
without corroboration that could not be 
doubted. 

The prosecution, he said, proposed to cor- 
roborate this confession by the testimony of 
Bohannon and possibly by that of Clemens.

“Order in court,’’ said Judge Speer. 

“I would suggest that the gentleman apply 
to the representative from its district for re- 
lief.

SOMETHING OF A FIGHTER, BUT NOT BAD. 

Resuming the investigation, Mr. Erwin 
asked the witness if he was in any way related 
to any of the defendants. He was not. He 
knew nothing of any meeting beld at Mt. Zion 
charch. He heard of no resolutions passed at 
any such meeting. He knew Wright Lancaster 
tc be a man who would fight if necessary. He 
had heard of him being engaged in fights. 

Major Bacon then took hold of the witness, 
but stopped to again get instructions from the 
court as to the bounds in which he was to re- 
main. He said the district attorney had opened 
the doors for a detailed examination, notwith- 
standing the instructions of the court. The 
court informed Mr. Bacon thatits recent ruling 
was still in force, and instructed him to pro- 
ceed as directed. 

The witness was then called down without 
further examination. 

PRAISED BY THE SOLICITOR GENERAL. 

Mr. Tom Eason, solicitor general of the 
Oconee circuit, was next put on the stand. 

He said he lived in Telfair county near 
Burch’s. He had never been to Burch’s house. 
He had lived in Telfair ten years. He knew 
Wright Lancaster. Had known him since 
going to Telfair. He khew the general char- 
acter of Wright Lancaster. He had never 
known of Lancaster living anywhere else than 
in Telfair.

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4 NEGRO SHOOTS AND INSTANTLY 
KILLS 4 WHITE MAN. 


John Coleman, the White Man, and Rufus 
Johnson, the Negro—A Posse After 
Johnson, Who Escaped. 


A cowardly murder. 
East Point was the scene of an exciting 


| tragedy yesterday about 6 o’clock. 


A negro man shot and instantly killed a 
well-known white citizen of that place. 

John Coleman was the man killed, and 
Rufus Johnson the negro who did the killing. 

Johnson is still at large. The town marshal 
and a posse are scouring the country for him, 
and if he is overtaken and brought back to the 
scene of tragedy he may be summarily dealt 
with. 

News of the killing reached the city soon 
after it occurred, the police being notified and 
instructed to look out for the negro who fired 
the fatal shot. 

From what could be gathered from those who 
were near when the shooting took place, it 
seems that it was deliberate, cold-blooded 
murder. 

In substance, the details are as follows: 

A crowd was gathered in a store opposite 
the depot, passing the time as joungers ina 
country store usually do, in talking and jok- 
ing. 

There were several negroes in the crowd as 
well as white men. 

Johnson, the negro who did the killing, was 
smoking. Coleman asked him for a light, 
and then some words followed, but. nobody 
thought there was anything serious brew- 
ing. 

Shortly after this Mr. Coleman got up and 
started out of the store. 

When he got near the door, Johnson, the 
negro, quickly pulled a pistol out of his pocket, 
and before anyone realized what he was about 
to do, fired at Mr. Coleman. 

The bail entered his side, and he diedin a 
few moments. 

After he fired the shot Johnson sprang over 
the prostrate body of Mr. Coleman and ran into 
the woods. 

The killing created a great deal of excite- 
ment, and if the negro bad been in reach he 
would in all probability have been lynched. 

As soon as information could be communi- 
cated to the marshal, he organized a posse and 
started in pursui* of the negro. 

Beyond the few words that passed between 
Mr. Coleman and the Jolinson negro in the 
store, as far as is known, there was no difti- 
culty between them. 


Mr. Coleman was a young man and was { 


well liked by everybody who knew him. 

Dr. J. C. Avary, the coroner, was notified 
of the killing and an inqaest will be held 
today. 

The people of East Point are very much ex-

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Atlanta Weather. 

It is clear that the signal service must go 
out of business,.or stop predicting weather 
for Atlanta. For yearsthere has been an 
effort on the part of the bureau to ignore 
the originality of the climate of Atlanta, 
and to.give this town the weather that is 
dished out to other places. | 

We need not say that this effort has been 
a failuge. All of our citizens have seen the 
storm signals fluttering during a period of 
the most peaceful weather, apd they have 
beheld the cold wave flag toyed with by 
breezes as balmy as those which mark the 
advent of spring. 

What our citizens have seen has not been 
concealed from the eyes of the signal service 
bureau, and yet the observers persist in their 
efforts to retain Atlanta on their war maps. 
For Christmas morning a temperature next 
to freezing was selected for Atlanta, but we 
would have none of it, The cold wave 
either went elsewhere, or warmed itself up 
to suit the exigencies of Christmas. 

It is true that we have weather, but it is 
Atlanta weather, and our advice to the sig- 
nal service bureau is to wait and see what 
kind of weather is popuiar here each day, 
and then make the announcement.

The Asheville Convention. 

The recent interstate immigration conven- 
tion at Asheville, N. C., has had a marked 
effect upon the country and has given the 
south and southern interests generally a 
wide advertisement—one that is likely to 
prove beneficial in the future’ 

The work of the convention is variously 
commented on, especially inthe west, where 
it has set the people to thinking on the subs 
ject of immigration and has directed their 
attention to the south as a desirable locality. 
But some/of the western newspapers are un- 
necessarily alarmed over the work of the 
convention, and they do not clearly under- 
siand it. 

As a matter of fact, many western farmers 
are leaving that section and traveling south- 
ward. ‘his is notably the case in Kansas, 
where the farmers have sutfered from short 
crops and find it impossible to pay their 
debts and make a living. MNence, the news- 
papers are alarmed and are warning the peo- 
ple not to move south. 

The Omaha Daily Bee commends the 
work of the Asheville convention in these 
words: ‘‘The recent interstate immigra- 
tion convention at Asheville, N. C., is an ob- 
ject lesson that shonld not be Jost upon the 
west. Wher the south assembles such a 
representation of its interests and throws its 
doors wide open to‘homeseekers and manufat- 
turers from the northwest,’ it is time for the 
people of this secticn to be actively at work 
in the same direction.”’ But our contem- 
porary declares that, commendable as such a 
movement is, there are reasons why it may 
not be expected to achieve great re- 
sults, and these reasons are set forth as 
follows: 

In the first place, the south has been very heay- 
ily boomed i the last few years. Magic cities 
have sprung up at the junctions of paper railroads, 
and innumerable Vittsburgs have been founded at 
the mouths of newly discovered mines. Thou- 
sands of town lots have been unloaded upon credu- 
lous northern investors, whe, as inevitable col- 
lapses haye occurred, have become so many 
tongues to decry the south. It will take a long 
time to outlive the results of this reckless booim- 
ing. 

There is another obstacle in the way of southern 
immigration that bids fair to last even longer. 
This is the fact that northern men have yet to be 
convinced that they are truly welcome in the 
South. as they are in the west, 

Let no one be deceived by such statements. 
**Thousandsof town lots in the south”? may 
have passed into the hands of northern in- 
vestors, but not one of them has decried the 
south in consequence. On the contrary, 
they have reaped large profits from their in- 
vesiments. and are generally well pleased 
with the south: andas to ‘reckless boom- 
ing,’’ for every boom that the south has had 
substantial results can be shown. 

Northerp nien are welcomed in the south, 
gud when they come it is generally to stay. 
They are satisfied with the country and eager 
to invest‘in its enterprises. Sothat the cry 
of these western newspapers amounts to 
nothing more than a vain effort to restrict 
immigration: They are frightened by the 

reatened depopulation of the west and are 
striving to build up their country atthe ex- 
pense of the south. They cannot do this, 
however, by misrepresentation and it is not 
fair that they should resort to it. 


The Irish Situation. 

It is to be observed that the comments of 
the newspapers on the Parnell episode and 
its results are becoming rarer and rarer.

| welloragainst him: the moral and the ex- 
- *mple stick out, and ought to be as plain in 

| Ape case as in the other. 

‘ It must be clear, even to the most blinded 
friend or opponent of Parnell that the Irish 
_7 ‘cause, which has not the remotest con- 
| mection with the matter, has been needlessly 
- ade the victim of an unhappy combination 
= of circumstances, which’ could easily have 
.— been averted if patriotism and not person- 
_ lism had been paramount in the minds of 
_ the Irish leader and his friends. Perhaps it 
is unnecessary to say even this much for the 
has been done, and it seems to be 
well-nigh irreparable. The cause of home 
_. fale has received a set-back from which it 
; will not fully recover for a generation to 
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come, unless all the signs are awry—and 
the blow fell just at the moment when the 
Irish cause seemed to be on the point of 
winning an important and permanent 
victory. 

There is no doubt in our minds that the 
tory leaders laid a trap for Mr. Parnell in 
the O’Shea matter and that he walked into 
it blindly, We have no doubt that to ac- 
complish all that has been accomplished, 
British gold has been freely used. This is a 
convenient commodity, and there is never 
any lack of it whenever the representatives 
of the British aristocracy need it to carry a 
point, 

Having walked into the trap, what was 
Mr. Parnell’s duty as a patriot—as a leader 
of a cause that was waiting on the verge of 
victory ? He has wona reputation for states- 
manship and self-abnegation that is 
second to that of no political leader, and he 
must have seen what the result was to be. 
He must have known that the British tories, 
caring nothing for his personality, were 
trying to strike down the Irish cause 
through him. Under the circumstances, 
what was his duty? It was a question 
whether he or the cause which he repre- 
sented should be sacrificed. There have been 
occasions when he would gladly lave sac- 
rificed himself in order to save the cause of 
home rule; but in this juncture he was 
not equal to the demands that were made 
on him. Tothe surprise of those who are 
familiar with his career, he has insisted on 
identifiying his own personality with the 
Irish cause, and the result is—hopeless con- 
fusion and division. 

The game the tories have been playing 
is a deep one, and they have wonit. ‘The 
Irish party seems to be hopelessly divided. 
The leaders and their followers are fighting 
among themselves. The issue is no longer 
the winning one of home rule, but Parnell 
or anti-Parnell. Therefore the British op- 
ponents of home rule can afford to drawa 
long breath of relief. The Irish cause has 
been smashed in the house of its friends. 
The wrangling that has been begun in 
Ireland is another wound to the enemies of 
British oppression, and the outlook is nota 
happy one. Parnell, the cool-headed, con- 
servative, self-contained, unselfish patriot 
and statesman seems to have perished from 
the face of the earth, and in his place we 
have the eager, passionate, wrangling, petu- 
lant figure of the Parnell who is the victim 
of tory chicanery. 

The moral of it all is that a eause which 
has a vital principle behind it is greater 
than anyman. As the cause of liberty was 
greater than Washington, or than any man 
who has ever espoused it, so the Irish cause 
is greater than Parnell. There seems to 
-be some confusion on this point in Ireland, 
and for the present the campaign of per- 
sonalism seems to be paramount. ‘The cause 
of home rule will be injured for a while, but 
the justice that lies behind it will sustain it 
to the end. Personalism invariably has a 
very short race to run.

He was among the 
first to subscribe $1,000 to the Georgia Con- 
federate Home, and among the first to sub- 
scribe to the Grady hospital, and to the 
Grady monument fund. and to other de- 
serving objectsin Atlanta, and elsewhere in 
the south. He was a man of culture, with a 
big brain anda big heart, and the many 
who knew and loved him will fee! that his 
death is a personal bereavement. 


Mr. Porter and the South. 


The life of a census supervisor is nota 
happy one. For the past three months Mr. 
Porter has been the most widely advertised 
man in the United States, and since he has 
made his official report the newspapers have 
been busier than eyer with his name. 

The trouble with Mr. Porier now is that, 
in order to protect his own census from sus- 
picion, he is attacking all former efforts in 
that line, particularly the census of 1870, 
which he declares was hasty and superficial. 
He says that in the southern states the cen- 
sus of 1870 was grossly defective, and that 
these states deserved at that time a much 
larger population than was given them in 
the official report of that year. 

It is well enough that Mr. Porter should 
say a good word for the south, but he cer- 
tainly deserves the chargeof The Philadel- 
phia Record, which is that he ‘‘is a stranger 
to the country’s history,’’ for in order to 
bolster up his attack on the census of 187 
he declares that South Carolina, Louisiana 
and other southern states ‘‘suffered little 
from the ravages of war,’’ and that their 
population was not materially affected by 
the war. In regard tothis statement The 
Philadelphia Record says: 

Mr. Porter appears to be wholly unaware that a 
a large portion of South Caro- 
lina was almost completely stripped 
of its inhabitants, white and black, dur- 
ing the civil war. He probably never heard of 
General Sherman’s march througif the Carolinas 
and of its effects upon population. Nor does he 
seem to have any knowledge of the period of re- 
construction—that carnival of carpet-bag cor- 
ruption and oppression—which was more fatal 
to the growth of population than the war itself, 
and from which South Carolina and Louisiana 
were the greatest sufferers. To anyone familiar 
with the country’s history it was a matter of 
gratified surprise that these states should have 
shown alarger population in i870 than in 1880, 
after four years of civil war, followed by six 
years of carpet-bag spoliation and misrule. The 
fact constitutes a striking evidence of the general 
‘accuracy of the census of 1870. 

Mr. Porter should read up on the country’s 
history. He proves that he is ,wofully ignor- 
ant of the south and southern affairs when 
he says that the south suffered but little 
from the ravages of the war, and particu- 
larly South Carolina, which he mentions in 
proof of his assertion. He is misrepresent- 
ing history when he makes such reckless 
statements-—or rather, he is making history 
to order.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Vrpro Lovuz died at Santa Fe, N. M., the other 
day at the age of one hundred and fifteen. He 
entered the Spanish army 100 years ago, and 
fought against Napoleon. He enjoyed his faculties 
to the last, and would have been taken for a man 
twenty-five years younger. 


AFTER VISITING Mr. George Vanderbilt’s estate 
on the Swannanoa river, afew miles from Ashe- 
ville, N. C., Mr. Josephus Daniels, editor ‘of The 
Raleigh Chronicle, ‘declares that “Switzerland 
docs not possess more fertile valleys, more rugged 
mountains, more cool and delicious springs and 
more beautiful water courses.” Mr. Vanderbilt 
has a large corps of men at work building his 
mansion, macadamizing the roads, laying off his 
gardens, planting trees and doing every other 
conceivable thing that will add to - the 
pleasure and beauty of his estate. He has a large 
crushing machine, and has employed men to 
macadamize forty-two miles of driving way 
through his grounds. The portion of the road 
completed is as golid and as good as that in Cen- 
tral park. On both sides of these roads there has 
been laid cemented stone ledges, and the culverts 
and the bridges are as durable and as beau'iful as 
the best railroad work. Every few hundred yards 
there is a beautiful lake by the side of the road. 
It is Mr. Vanderbilt’s plan to open his grounds 
and roads tothe public. It is stated that he has 
spent $400,000 upon the foundation and first story 
of his castle. 

THe NEW YORK correspondent of The Phila- 
delphia Bulletin says there is no need of going 
west or south to finda rough neighborhood. All 
one has to do is to travel on the horse cars as far 
as they will carry one up inthe northern portion 
of Hudson county, New Jersey.

THE NEW YoRK STAR says: In an 
uptown book store recently I saw a photo- 
engraved reproduction of the original manuscript 
of Dickens’s “Christmas Carol.” It was daintily 
bound, and made one of the prettiest and most 
interesting Christmas souvenirs lhad seen. The 
average reader of Dickens who may imagine that 
writing was the easiest thing in the world to the 
novelist will be surprised when he sees this repro- 
duced manuscript. Tbe pages are of foolscap size, 
are closely written in a simall hand, and the 
erasures, interlineations and marginal reter- 
ences make some of the pages se@ém almost 
like puzzles. Kut they show how much_ labor 
and thought Dickens put into his work; how he 
rewrote and polished his sentences, toning down 
too violent a contrast here and heightening too 
quiet @ passage there. They show the sincerity 
and honesty of the man, and they are encouraging 
to those who write and who try to write grace- 
fully, yet who find careful composition laborious. 
It is really satisfactory to know that even some 
of the authors of great reputation had to work 
for what they achieved—that their power was not 
entirely ‘‘born in them.” 


THE AUGUSTA CHRONICLE has been defending 
General Gordon for joining the alliance, and giv- 
ing the reasons why he ought to join.
